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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


| had the good fortune to begin my tenure as president of the 
AGO at a time when the Gallery began to write another excit- 
ing chapter of its history. On November 19, 2002, the Gallery 
announced its Transformation AGO project, an expansion that 
will launch the AGO to new levels of achievement and inter- 
national recognition. 


Kenneth Thomson has made history with the generous gift of 
his private collection and donation of $70 million to the AGO. 
It is a proud moment for the AGO — and a fitting tribute to an 
institution that has grown into a museum of international 
stature through the generous support and involvement of its 
community. 


The Gallery’s history is characterized by generous gifts from 
community leaders for the benefit of the greater public. The 
tradition was started in 1911, when Harriette Boulton 
bequeathed her residence, The Grange, and Grange Park as the 
Gallery’s first home. When you walk through the AGO today, 
you will see the names of many individuals and families who 
helped build our institution over the past 103 years. 


As you will read in the following report, our community continues 
to play a key role in our development. Our collection grew by 
11,127 works, thanks to the generosity of individuals who 
donated works of art or cash for the purchase of new acqui- 
sitions. Indeed, more than 80 per cent of the AGO’s collection 
has been acquired through gifts from private donors who wish 
to share their passion for art. 


Community involvement also plays a critical factor in the exhi- 
bitions and programs that we provide to the public. Many of 
these programs would not be possible without the generous 
Support of corporations, foundations and individuals who 
provide financial assistance, share their knowledge and 
expertise and actively work to promote these programs in 
their own communities. 


We are also very fortunate to receive ongoing support for our 
annual operation from three levels of government: the 
Province of Ontario, the City of Toronto and the Government 
of Canada. This public sector support is essential in providing 
a Stable base for the AGO to sustain its mandate as a keeper 
of the public trust. 


Our AGO volunteers, who number 700, tirelessly support the 
AGO in virtually every aspect of the Gallery’s operation. | would 
also like to recognize another very special group of volunteers 
— the AGO’s hardworking Board of Trustees. These dedicated 
people oversee the operation and strategic direction of the 
Gallery, and contribute their knowledge and expertise on a vol- 
unteer basis. | applaud their commitment to see this institution 
achieve at its highest level. 


The past year has reinforced a guiding principle of the Art 
Gallery of Ontario: it is the AGO’s legacy to benefit from and, 
in turn, give back to the community that surrounds and supports 
it. | congratulate the AGO board, staff and volunteers, under 
the leadership of Matthew Teiteloaum, on an exciting and 
challenging year. | look forward to another great year to come.

DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


Great museums are always changing. They strive to bring new 
works to the public, see things from different perspectives, push 
the boundaries of what is expected. This past year, the Art Gallery 
of Ontario challenged its own limits and grew exponentially as an 
international museum and as a vital player in our local community. 


The pivotal moment of the year was on November 19, 2002, 
with the announcement of the Transformation AGO expansion 
project and the catalytic partnership between the Art Gallery 
of Ontario, Mr. Kenneth Thomson and architect Frank Gehry 
that initiated this exciting plan. Transformation AGO will revo- 
lutionize the art museum experience and will enable the AGO to 
introduce new art, new ideas and new relationships to its visitors. 


The AGO’s major exhibition of 2002/03 was Voyage into 
Myth: French Painting from Gauguin to Matisse from the 
Hermitage Museum, Russia. The AGO joined forces with the 
State Hermitage Museum in St. Petersburg, Russia, and the 
Montreal Museum of Fine Arts to organize this magnificent 
exhibition that featured more than 70 Impressionist and 
Post-Impressionist masterworks from the Hermitage, many 
of which have never been displayed outside of Russia. The 
exhibition drew more than 180,000 visitors to the AGO, 
including a special visit from Keith Richards and Ron Wood of 
the Rolling Stones! 


In 2002/03, the AGO added a new stream to its collecting 
mandate with its first purchase of an Aboriginal work of art. 
Our acquisition of a First Nations’ Nishnaabe (Ojibwe) gunstock 
barrel club from the 19th century is significant not only for its 


exquisite beauty and craftsmanship, but also as a testament 
to the AGO’s commitment to actively acknowledge the role of 
Aboriginal art in Canada’s history. This work was a key com- 
ponent of a new installation in our Canadian historical galleries 
of art, which integrated Aboriginal art and Euro-Canadian art 
from 1600 to 1865. 


We challenged our audiences to change their perception of 
the expendable “stuff” that surrounds us every day through 
the exciting exhibition Provisional Worlds. The exhibition profiled 
the work of seven Canadian and international artists who find 
their inspiration in mass-produced objects, popular media 
and synthetic materials. The AGO’s Teen Council used this 
concept to create their own program, Twisted Circus, which 
featured works of art and performances using mass-produced 
objects and recycled materials. 


Within our local community, the AGO led a city-wide celebration 
of Aboriginal art and culture with the program Audge’s Place: 
All Things are Connected. Organized in conjunction with our 
artists-in-residence De-BaJeh-Mu-Jig, a professional community 
theatre company based on the Wikwemikong Reserve, 
Manitoulin Island, the AGO partnered with The Gardiner 
Museum of Ceramic Art, the Textile Museum of Canada, 
Harbourfront Centre and the Toronto District School Board to 
present programs of art and workshops by Aboriginal artists, 
as well as hands-on art-making activities. 


The achievements of the past year are due in great part to 
the unparalleled teamwork that prevails at the AGO. The 
board, staff and volunteers work together with an unstinting 
commitment and dedication to the Gallery. It has been a par- 
ticular pleasure to work with Charles Baillie in his first year as 
president. | look forward to working with him in the future to 
build on our Success.

The Art Gallery of Ontario made history on November 19, 
2002, with the exciting announcement of its Transformation 
AGO expansion project. Transformation AGO, initiated through 
a dynamic partnership between the AGO, Mr. Kenneth 
Thomson and architect Frank Gehry, will add 75,000 square 
feet of new exhibition space at the AGO and will create exciting 
new experiences with art. 


The catalyst to the project is the unprecedented gift by Mr. 
Kenneth Thomson of his collection of nearly 2,000 works of art. 
Mr. Thomson’s collection includes masterpieces by renowned 
Canadian artists such as Paul Kane, Tom Thomson, Cornelius 
Krieghoff and Lawren Harris, and a stunning collection of rare 
European art objects dating from the middle ages to the mid- 
nineteenth century, which is among the finest in the world. 
Mr. Thomson’s gift also includes the masterpiece Massacre 
of the Innocents by Peter ‘Paul Rubens, which will become a 
signature work at the AGO. Mr. Thomson also contributed 
$50 million in capital funding for Transformation AGO, plus 
an additional $20 million in endowment funding to help 
secure the AGO’s continued success in the future. 


Transformation AGO has already received the support of the 
Government of Canada and the Province of Ontario, which 
have each committed $24 million to the capital expansion 
project.

TRANSFORMATION AGO 


The redesign of the AGO is being led by world-renowned 
architect Frank Gehry. This project has special significance 
to Mr. Gehry, since it brings him back to the community in 
which he grew up. Mr. Gehry was born in Toronto, and the Art 
Gallery of Ontario was the first art museum he visited as a 
child. The Transformation AGO expansion project will provide 
an ideal opportunity for Mr. Gehry to exercise his hallmark 
trait of creating buildings that address the context and culture 
of their sites. 


In January 2003, the AGO hosted its first Open House for the 
public to learn more about Transformation AGO. The theme 
for this Open House — The AGO: Past, Present and Future — 
focused on the history of the AGO and its neighbourhood, the 
growth of the AGO’s collection and the Gallery’s plans for the 
future. The Open House drew more than 2,400 people, many 
of who provided valuable feedback and support for the project 
through comment cards and e-mails. 


The next major milestone for the project will be the unveiling 
of Frank Gehry’s model of the transformed AGO, which will 
revolutionize the art museum experience.

ACQUISITION HIGHLIGHTS 


The ongoing acquisition of new works is one of the cornerstones 
of the AGO’s vitality as an institution. This year, the Gallery 
acquired 11,108 works, made possible by the philanthropy of 
generous individuals, groups and foundations through both 
donated works and funds to acquire new art. 


Thanks to donations from AGO Members, the Gallery was 
able to make a particularly significant acquisition this year: 
its first purchase of historical Aboriginal art. This early 
19th-century Nishnaabe (Ojibwe) gunstock-style war club is 
exquisitely carved with significant iconography, including 
classic Thunderbird motifs. The focal point of the AGO’s rein- 
stalled R. Samuel McLaughlin gallery, which presents works 
from 1600 to 1845, this acquisition is testimony to the AGO’s 
initiative to dramatically increase Aboriginal representation in 
its collection and to honour Aboriginal art and perspectives in 
its history of Canadian art. 


The Gallery is equally committed to the celebration of Inuit 
art. Samuel and Esther Sarick, who last year gave the AGO a 
magnificent gift of Inuit sculptures, this year donated 1,382 
Inuit prints and drawings to the Gallery, immeasurably enriching 
the Gallery’s holdings of Inuit art. One highlight is an out- 
standing sketchbook dating from the 1950s by Cape Dorset 
artist Niviaksiak (1908-1959), a remarkable draughtsman 
who died not long after the Cape Dorset print program got 
underway. His work is rare, and this sketchbook, originally

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collected by the famous promoter of Inuit art James 
Houston, is a unique item. It contains a number of master 
drawings for important prints that reflected Niviaksiak’s 
interest in depicting life on the land as he had lived it prior 
to the settlement period.

The AGO’s mandate is to support and encourage contemporary 
art. This year, the Gallery purchased Untitled (Impure Systems) 
by Canadian artist Damian Moppett, with the financial support 
of The Canada Council for the Arts Acquisition Assistance 
Program and the assistance of the E. Wallace Fund. The 
series (1999-2000) of ten oversized colour photographs 
depicts spontaneous sculptures composed of such everyday 
items as cigarettes, lipstick cases, toilet paper and Q-tips, 
hastily assembled on a similarly strewn tabletop. The work 
exemplifies the casually complex pieces emerging from a 
new generation of Vancouver artists. Moppett in particular is 
intent on using photography not as a high-art medium but 
more as an improvisational intermediary between painting 
and sculpture. Untitled (Impure Systems) was a highlight of 
the exhibition Provisional Worlds, which opened at the AGO 
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in November 2002.

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The Gallery acquired its second work by contemporary New 
York painter Susanna Heller as a donation from Michael and 
Sonja Koerner. Heller was raised in Montreal and educated at 
the Nova Scotia College of Art and Design, where she 
became a protege of Paterson Ewen. She has always been 
fascinated by the vertiginous heights of her adopted city, 
which led her to an artist’s residency at the World Trade 
Center in 1997-98. Portrait of World Trade Center 2 (1998) 
is retrospectively haunted by the disappearance of its subject 
matter, but Heller’s sinuous drawing of the stainless-steel 
mullions fringing the roof line eerily prefigures the building’s 
ultimate twisted and destroyed shape. 


One of the most important additions to the AGO’s holdings 
was the Fick-Eggert Collection, purchased with the assis- 
tance of the Trier-Fodor Foundation. The collection comprises 
325 items, including watercolours, prints, drawings, paintings, 
manuscripts and books, and is the most extensive archive of 
the Cologne Dada movement in a public art institution. One 
of the highlights is Diskussion (Discussion), a political caricature 
by Max Ernst from 1919 that parodies the newly elected 
president of the German Republic, Friedrich Ebert, and exem- 
plifies Ernst’s left-wing politics. Works from the Fick-Eggert 
Collection were on display at the AGO in the summer of 2002 
as a supplementary exhibition to Dreaming with Open Eyes: 
The Vera, Silvia and Arturo Schwarz Collection of Dada and 
Surrealist Art from the Israel Museum, Jerusalem. 


The AGO’s European collection was also greatly enhanced by 
a gift from Herbert Alpert, in memory of Patricia Joy Alpert, 
of a drawing by Egon Schiele. Portrait of a Girl (1917) demon- 
strates Schiele’s central place as the heir to fin-de-siécle 
Austrian Expressionism, even though his career lasted merely 
a decade. This accomplished drawing was made only a year 
before his death, when he was supplementing his income 
with portrait commissions from friends and acquaintances.

A generous anonymous donation this year transformed the 
AGO’s collection of 20th-century photography. This gift -— a 
remarkable group of 9,230 pre-World War II vintage prints 
created for the German illustrated press — explores the emotions 
behind cultural, social and sporting events of the time. Works 
by photographers such as Eric Borchert, Alfred Eisenstaedt, 
John Gutmann, E.O. Hoppe, Ihee Kimura, Felix H. Man, Willi 
Ruge, Paul Wolff and Umbo demonstrate how post-1933 
state ideology affected their approach. Evidence of the per- 
vasiveness of the “new order” can be seen in Eisenstaedt’s 
Examination of a German Dancer in the Third Reich: A tough 
examination for the dancer (1934), taken before Eisenstaedt 
left Germany for the United States in 1935. 


Another significant addition to the photography collection was 
a work by John Vanderpant. As World War | began and history. 
began to change in Europe, Vanderpant (1884-1939) left the 
Netherlands to open a photographic studio in Vancouver, which 
he operated from 1914 until 1939. One of the leading figures 
in Vancouver artistic circles of the time, Vanderpant moved 
from taking atmospheric pictorial studies to a more modernist 
vision of objectivity. No. 2, Towers in White (c. 1934), acquired 
with funds in memory of Eric Steiner, emphasizes the dynam- 
ic forms of grain elevators by using close-cropping and an 
angled perspective, while also bringing out the white-washed 
texture of the walls through tonal gradations in the print. 


Two new highlights of the AGO’s prints and drawings collection 
were acquired as gifts. Head of an Angel (c. 1640) by Simon 
Vouet was purchased as a gift of Phyllis and Robert Couzin. 
This work has been connected to Vouet’s now-lost painting, 
St. Joseph Carried to Heaven (1640), which hung in the 
Abbaye de Pont-aux-Dames, Paris. The drawing is for the face 
of an angel who looks toward the ascending saint. The 
angel’s head has been skillfully rendered in black chalk in 
long delicate strokes, describing the gentle features of the 
face with strong outlines and subtle shading. The drawing is 
a welcome addition to the AGO’s growing collection of 17th- 
century French drawings.

Mme Wuillard devant sa table a la Toquade (1923) was the 
gift of Dr. and Mrs. A.D. Taliano. Vuillard was better known as 
a painter, but was also one of the most avant-garde draughts- 
men at the turn of the 20th century. He believed in the fun- 
damental importance of drawing, and his sketches, water- 
colours and pastels are among the most startling and original 
graphic expressions of the period. He was deeply attached to 
his mother, who was his favourite model, and he visited her 
daily until she died in 1928. This is the first pastel by the 
artist to enter the AGO’s collection. 


Canada’s history continues to be important to the Gallery, 
and this year, the Edward P. Taylor Research Library and 
Archives acquired 37 issues of Canada Ink, funded by the 
Janet E. Hutchison Foundation, an outstanding addition to its 
Canadian illustrated-books collection. Toronto manufacturer 
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A.Y. Jackson (Canadian, 1882-1974) Quebec Village in Winter. Cover 
design of an issue of the journal, Canada ink (no. 32, December 1927).

Canada Printing Ink Co. Ltd. published the magazine from 
1920 to 1936 for its customers in the printing trade. Canada 
Ink: ... issued occasionally... for passing along items of interest 
to users of ink commissioned cover designs from Canadian 
artists of the time, among them A.Y. Jackson, S.F. Turner, 
F.M. Coates, P. Caron, G. Conder and A.L. Liversedge. Only 53 
issues were published, and complete sets are rare. 


The library also acquired a limited edition of the book 
Gershon Iskowitz: Painter of Light (Toronto, 1982) by Adele 
Freedman as part of the Gallery Moos papers, gifted to the 
AGO by Walter Moos and covering the period 1959-1998. 
The history of Gallery Moos is distinguished by its long- 
standing commitment to exhibiting and publishing Canadian 
artists, and by Moos’s efforts to educate a Toronto public 
that, in the Gallery’s early years, had little appetite for con- 
temporary art.

The AGO is committed to bring art to life and tell meaningful 
Stories about our world. This year, the Art Gallery of Ontario 
presented an exciting range of exhibitions and programs that 
created memorable experiences with works of art. From 
paintings by Matisse and Gauguin to a city-wide celebration 
of Aboriginal art, from important examples of the Surrealist 
and Dada movements to a provocative show by contemporary 
artists — the 2002/03 program amply demonstrated the 
broad scope of the Gallery’s activities and the strength of its 
commitment to bring art and people together. 


The AGO’s ongoing partnership with Russia's State 
Hermitage Museum continued with the second in a series of 
four exhibitions. Voyage into Myth: French Painting from 
Gauguin to Matisse from the Hermitage Museum, Russia 
(October 12, 2002 to January 5, 2003) received both critical 
and public acclaim, attracting over 187,000 visitors to the 
Gallery. Drawn from one of the largest and finest collections 
of Post-lmpressionist and early Modern French art in the 
world, Voyage into Myth presented 75 celebrated master- 
pieces by artists such as Cézanne, Gauguin, Matisse and 
Picasso, many of which had rarely been seen outside of

Foundation of Canada. The exhibition was generously sponsored

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sponsorship by SAP Canada. Financial assistance was also 
received by the Ontario Cultural Attractions fund of the 
Province of Ontario through the Ministry of Culture, and the 
Department of Canadian Heritage through the Canada 
Travelling Exhibitions Indemnification Fund.

Summer 2002 became “Surrealist Summer” at the AGO, with 
a remarkable display of over 400 works of Surrealist art, by 
signature artists such as Man Ray, Magritte, Duchamp and 
Dali, the largest presentation of Surrealist art in Toronto 
since 1938. “Surrealist Summer” featured two major exhibi- 
tions — Dreaming with Open Eyes: The Vera, Silvia and Arturo 
Schwarz Collection of Dada and Surrealist Art from the Israel 
Museum and the AGO’s own André Masson inside/outside 
Surrealism: Prints and Illustrated Books from the Gotlieb 
Collection. The presentation also included an installation of 
key works from the AGO’s own Surrealist collection, including 
a recent gift of works by the Czech artist Josef Sudek, as well 
as an exhibition of Cologne Dada works from the Fick-Eggert 
Collection. Dreaming with Open Eyes was generously sponsored 
at the AGO by Aecon. 


Photography fans and animal lovers were treated to the exhibition 
William Wegman: Fashion Photographs... and More: Works 
on Paper and Video, 1970 to 2001 (May 1 to July 28, 2002). 
The exhibition featured 50 of Wegman’s stunning large-format 
Polaroid photographs of his beloved Weimaraners in fashions 
inspired by top designers, including chic hats and racy black 
stilettos, leopard skin bikinis and dramatic blonde wigs. 
Fashion Photographs was complemented by a special instal- 
lation of the artist’s early and recent video works along with 
a selection of Wegman’s drawings and watercolours, from 
the 1970s to his current “extended postcards” series. This 
was the first public showing of Wegman’s work in Toronto 
since 1981. The exhibition was organized by the Birmingham 
Museum of Art, and sponsored at the AGO by the law firm 
Wildeboer Rand Thomson Apps & Dellelce, LLP. 
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Kathe Kollwitz: The Art of Compassion. 


With the shadow of war darkening the year, AGO visitors took 
solace in an intimate and soulful exhibition entitled Kathe 
Kollwitz: The Art of Compassion (March 1 to May 25, 2003). 
One of the leading German artists of the first half of the 20th 
century, Kathe Kollwitz (1867-1945) created deeply moving 
works of art that dealt with the themes of war and suffering 
and the resiliency of the human spirit. Organized by the Art 
Gallery of Ontario, with drawings from the Staatsgalerie 
Stuttgart, Germany, the exhibition presented a comprehensive 
overview of Kollwitz’s work in printmaking, drawing and sculpture 
during her 50-year career. 


On the contemporary scene, the AGO continued to share with 
its public recent works by Canadian and international artists. 
The exhibition Provisional Worlds (November 20, 2002 to 
March 2, 2003) presented an exciting new generation of 
artists from Canada, the United States and Britain who challenge 
perceptions of the expendable “stuff” that surrounds us 
every day. The exhibition profiled the work of seven artists: 
James Carl (Toronto), Tony Feher (New York), Christie Frields 
(Los Angeles), Sara MackKillop (London, England), Damian 
Moppett (Vancouver), Kelly Richardson (Toronto/Halifax) and 
Shirley Tse (Los Angeles). These artists find their inspiration 
in mass-produced objects, popular media and synthetic materials. 
Through the skillful, yet playful, use of provisional commodities, 
ranging from plastic bottles and record sleeves, to Styrofoam, 


bar codes and B movies, these artists raise questions 
through their work about everyday things that we all see and 
consume. 


Inspired by Provisional Worlds, the AGO Teen Council organized 
Twisted Circus, an exhibition by young artists from across 
the city in collaboration with Hive Projects, a Toronto-based 
interdisciplinary arts group. Twisted Circus was housed in a 
giant tent constructed from recycled parachutes in the AGO’s 
Walker Court. In this “provisional world”, art from a variety of 
visual, sculptural and dramatic streams was displayed in 
structures made from PVC piping, Styrofoam and other 
industrial materials.

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“The AGO's Canadian Historical installation, In 2002/03, the Gallery also focused its energy in presenting 

ee its collections in new and exciting ways. The AGO reinforced 
its commitment to honour Aboriginal art and perspectives in 
its history of Canadian art with the compelling installation 
Meeting Ground: Great Lakes and Eastern Woodlands 
Region, 1600-1845 in the R. Samuel McLaughlin gallery of 
the Canadian Wing. Presenting early Canadian works from 
1600 to 1865, the gallery’s floor and ceiling were redesigned 
to convey a Great Lakes Aboriginal worldview. Historical Euro- 
Canadian works of art were reinstalled to enter this space as 
newcomers to a land already rich in many cultures. The new 
installation features the AGO’s first purchase of Aboriginal 
art, an exquisitely carved Ojibwe gunstock club from the 19th 
century. Meeting Ground was generously Supported by The 
R. Samuel McLaughlin Foundation. 


In conjunction with the opening of Meeting Ground, the AGO 
hosted an artist-in-residency for De-BaJeh-MuJig, a profes- 
sional community theatre company based on the Wikwemikong 
Reserve, Manitoulin Island. During its three-week residency 
(February 23 to March 14), De-BaJeh-Mu-Jig created Audge’s 
Place at the AGO, a set based on the home of Audrey 
Debassige, a key figure in the Wikwemikong Reserve commu- 
nity. Audge’s Place at the AGO served as a centre of activity 
for all ages, encouraging a cross-cultural understanding of 
contemporary life on the Wiki Reserve. During the same 
three-week period, the AGO organized a city-wide celebration 
of Aboriginal art and perspectives entitled Audge’s Place: All 
Things are Connected, partnering with The Gardiner Museum 
of Ceramic Art, the Textile Museum of Canada and the 
Harbourfront Centre. To welcome the arrival of De-BaJeh-Mu-Jig 
and to mark the AGO’s commitment to include Aboriginal art 
and perspectives in its Canadian galleries, the Gallery hosted 
a community celebration on February 23, 2003, with special 
performances by the Red Spirit Singers, Toronto’s Native 
Canadian Centre’s Tall Pines and Red Sky.

The AGO’s European Old Masters collection returned from a 
year-long tour in the United States to an exciting new rein- 
Stallation that began in September 2002. Each gallery has 
been devoted to a specific theme intended not only to 
enhance an appreciation of the works themselves, but to 
also explain their full historical and cultural significance. In 
addition, more of the collection has been brought up from the 
vaults, including a number of works that have not been seen 
in several years and some that have never been on exhibition. 
As an intriguing enhancement for our visitors, the AGO has 
introduced “conversations across the centuries” in a few of 
the old master galleries, where a work from a later era has 
been introduced alongside its artistic predecessors. 


The gallery presenting Renaissance devotional imagery from 
the 14th—16th centuries also includes a “surprise” work from 
1962 by Canadian artist William Kurelek. The accompanying 
information panel points out the elements of Kurelek’s work 
that were inspired by the Renaissance paintings. An adjoining 


gallery presents works illustrating life in 1/th-century 
Northern Europe, with portraits and landscapes by such 
masters as Rembrandt, van Dyck and Hals. Nestled among 
the portraits is a work by American artist Cindy Sherman (b. 
1954) from her series of History Portraits. In this startling 
image, Sherman’s highly theatrical depiction parodies the 
decorum that was so central to the traditional portrait genre. 
The reinstallation of the European galleries was generously 
Supported by Renaissance Mutual Funds, the Tecolote 
Foundation and the Volunteers of the Art Gallery of Ontario. 


Our contemporary galleries introduced special reading 
rooms equipped with books and periodicals to help visitors 
better understand the sometimes challenging concepts of 
contemporary art and make visits more engaging. Visitors 
can enjoy three reading rooms interspersed throughout our 
contemporary galleries, each focusing on a different aspect 
of contemporary art. 


Through our exhibitions and programs, we strive to create 
personal and meaningful experiences for our visitors with 
great works of art. The success of our 2002/03 program 
clearly demonstrates the powerful impact that art can have 
on people’s lives and the vital role that art museums play in 
making these connections.

PEOPLE HIGHLIGHTS 


Throughout the AGO’s 103-year history, our institution has 
thrived from the support of individuals who strongly believe in 
the vital role we serve as a public institution. Their generosity, 
commitment and passion to see the Gallery grow and excel 
have been the driving force behind the AGO’s development as 
an important resource to our community and an internation- 
ally recognized cultural destination. In turn, we recognize 
these individuals, with thanks, for their many contributions to 
the AGO and to the community at large. 


The outstanding single act of giving to the community this 
year was by Mr. Kenneth Thomson, who generously donated 
his private collection of 2,000 works of art, and contributed 
$50 million toward the capital expansion of the AGO and a 
$20 million endowment fund to assist the operation of the 
expanded facility. Mr. Thomson’s landmark gift is an exciting new 
chapter in the AGO’s legacy of philanthropic acts by community 
leaders. 


Our community of private art collectors has shaped the 
AGO’s collection throughout its history, with over 82 percent 
of the Gallery’s works received through private gifts. In March 
2003, the AGO presented a fundraising gala to celebrate the 
collecting spirit. The event, entitled Got it, got it, need it, got 
it, co-chaired by AGO trustee Rupert Duchesne and volunteer 
Bisi Williams, paid tribute to the vision and generosity of art 
collectors who have donated works to the AGO’s collection. 


Community leaders also support us by sharing their knowledge 
and expertise. This past year, the Gallery was greatly assisted 
by the insight and experience of an Aboriginal Consultancy 
Group, formed to help address the complex issues involved 
in collecting and exhibiting First Nations art for our Canadian 
historical installation, Meeting Ground. Our sincere thanks 
go to Denise Bolduc from the Ontario Arts Council and 
artists/curators William Kingfisher, Patricia Deadman, Jeff 
Thomas, Rebecca Belmore and the late Rodney Bobiwash, 
who enabled us to better understand and appreciate these 
works from a variety of perspectives. 


It is particularly rewarding when the AGO’s efforts in the com- 
munity are recognized by other organizations. The Ontario 
Association of Art Galleries honoured the AGO with an 
Educator’s Award for our 2002 artist-in-residence program 
Made by Hand/Hecho a Mano, a six-week project that brought 
together eight Mexican and two Toronto artists at four public 
Toronto institutions. Toronto-Dominion Bank Financial Group 
also received an OAAG award for its generous sponsorship of 
the AGO’s exhibition Voyage into Myth: French Painting from 
Gauguin to Matisse from the Hermitage Museum, Russia.

Matthew Teiteloaum was presented with an Honorary Degree 
of Doctor of Laws from Queen’s University in Kingston, 


Ontario. This doctorate reflected the achievements realized 
together by the AGO and Queen’s University on a number of 
groundbreaking academic initiatives, including a graduate 
research partnership between the two institutions, the first 
of its kind in Canada. 


AGO members also play an important part in connecting the 
Gallery to its many audiences. Our community of more than 
40,000 members — ranging from student members through 
to our major Curators’ Circle donors — keep us in touch with 
the public and provide us with important feedback about our 
programs, activities and services. 


The AGO’s family of staff and volunteers also deserve spe- 
cial recognition. Our staff and volunteer members operate in 
an integrated working environment with shared goodwill and 
mutual respect.

PARTNERSHIP HIGHLIGHTS 


Partnerships provide us with opportunities to offer our audi- 
ences a greater variety of experiences. We seek out partners 
who share our belief that making connections with art gives 
people a greater understanding of themselves, their community 
and the world. During 2002/03, the AGO was fortunate to 
find partners at local, national and international levels, to 
extend the impact and the reach of our programs. 


The AGO’s major exhibition for the year, Voyage into Myth: 
French Painting from Gauguin to Matisse from the Hermitage 
Museum, Russia drew its success from a series of critical 
partnerships. The conceptualization, creation and presenta- 
tion of the exhibition drew upon the strengths of the three 
organizing partners: the Art Gallery of Ontario, the Montreal 
Museum of Fine Arts and the State Hermitage Museum in 
St. Petersburg, Russia, in association with the Hermitage 
Foundation of Canada. The quality and depth of the exhibition 
proved how three very different art museums were able to 
draw upon their individual talents to deliver an exhibition that 
demonstrated their collective strength. 


To promote Voyage into Myth in Toronto, the AGO struck part- 
nerships with more than 50 organizations. Lead sponsor, TD 
Waterhouse, and associate sponsor, SAP, not only provided 
financial Support, but also actively promoted the exhibition 
to their customers and their communities. The advertising 
firm MacLaren McCann contributed its expertise by developing 
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a comprehensive marketing strategy and creative concept for 
the exhibition’s advertising campaign. The Globe and Mail 
was the media sponsor for the exhibition. The AGO also 
received assistance from its government partners at the federal 
and provincial levels through the Department of Canadian 
Heritage Canada Travelling Exhibitions Indemnification Program 
and the Ontario Cultural Attractions Fund. Thanks to these 
partnerships, the AGO was able to extend and reinforce its 
reach into domestic and tourism markets and drew more 
than 180,000 visitors to the exhibition. 


The AGO also collaborated with the Israel Museum in organizing 
the gala fundraising event “A Surrealist Party’ in conjunction 
with the AGO opening of the exhibition Dreaming with Open 
Eyes: The Vera, Silvia and Arturo Schwarz Collection of Dada 
and Surrealist Art from the Israel Museum. This is the first 
time that the AGO has partnered with a sister institution in a 
fundraising event. The evening was generously sponsored by 


Volvo Canada, with assistance from Strategic Advisors Corp. 


For the third consecutive year, the AGO partnered with the 
Toronto International Art Fair to present a Preview Gala. This 
opening night gala serves as both the official launch of the 
four-day art fair and a benefit for the AGO. Over 1,100 art 
enthusiasts attended the 2002 preview gala, generating 
interest and excitement for the art fair, and for contemporary 
art in general. Scotiabank Group; Johnston & Daniel, a Division 
of Royal LePage; and Perrier Jouet generously sponsored the 
event. 


In March 2003, the AGO led a city-wide celebration of 
Aboriginal art and culture with the program Audge’s Place: All 
Things are Connected. Organized in conjunction with our 
artists-in-residence De-Ba-JJeh-Mu-Jig, a professional commu- 
nity theatre company based on the Wikwemikong Reserve, 
Manitoulin Island, the AGO partnered with The Gardiner 
Museum of Ceramic Art, the Textile Museum of Canada, 
Harbourfront Centre and the Toronto District School Board to 
present programs of art and workshops by Aboriginal artists, 
as well as hands-on art-making activities. Activities at the 
participating institutions featured artists Carl and Ann Beam, 
Samuel Thomas, Bill Shawanda, Sharon Kyoshk-Burritt and 
Red Pepper Spectacle Arts. 


These partnerships have offered new perspectives in our 
approach to art, enriching our programming, providing our 
audiences with a greater variety of experiences, and helping 
the AGO to grow as an institution.
